in the day's news, this time from 
Sir John Aird, president of the 
ank of Commerce, who 
warns that  unlass legislative 
mergers are. éffected in the prairie 
“taxation 
will be oppressive, if not iIntoler- 
able, for many years to come.” 
While such a move. would effect 
ecoromies in government adminis- 
tration, the same result could be 
achieved without recourse to con- 
solidation, A reduction in the legis- 
lative assembly to 15 or 20 members 
and a consolidation of municipal 
districts would bring about sweepirg ' 
economies and operate with a high 
degree of efficiency. The difficulty 
is; such méasures would have to be 
brought about by legislative enact- 
ment, and it’s hard to visualize a 
body of politicians legislating them- 
selves out of a job. 


NEW RULING AFFECTS 
HOSPITAL RATEPAYERS 

This year the Bassano Municipal 
Hospital District introduces a new 
ruling regarding the payment of the 
annual $6.00 fee for hospitalization. 
In past years persons have been 
known to pay the fee one year so as 
to benefit from the special hospital 
day-rates; fail to pay next year, and 
sign up again the third year when 
they anticipated need of hospitaliza- 
tion. 

In future the ratepayer in this 
Special $6.00 classification must pay 
every year. They cannot pay. one 
year and drop out the next. If they 
fail to pay. every year and later again 


tax rate, they must pay all “arrears” 
before they ‘can qualify for the 
special low hospital fees, 

Hospitaf” fees for non-ratepayer | 
patients are $3.50 a day. The rate- 
payer is charged only $1.00 a day. 
The non-ratepayer can become a 
ratepayer by paying $6.00 a year. It 
ig cheap insurance against sickness, 
Few can afford to be without it. 


THE EVER-C HANGING 
CLIMATE 

In these dys of ever-changing conr- 
ditions even the climate (in some 
parts, of the world) is in an un- 


settled mood. 

We are accustomed to think of a 
country’s climate ‘as something fixed. 
So much annual rainfall, so much 
anrual sunshine, and mean average 
temperture as so much. 

But-an_ investigation of climatic 
conditions in many parts of the 
globe reveals that climate is a most 
unstable thing.
